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Japanese Deportation 
Opposed at Varsity 

Toronto, Oct. 24. — (CUP) — Al- 
most two-thirds of Varsity students 
are opposed to the deportation of 
•lapanesc Canadians now interned 
in British Columbia. This was the 
result of n poll conducted amongst 
the univor.'^ity iinderRraduates last 
week. The students interviewed 
u-crc asked the following ques- 
tions: 

1. Are you in favor of deporting 
the West-coast Japanese Can- 
adians? 

2. Do you feel that you arc fully 
conversant with the facts of the 
situation? 

In favor of deportation, 28.7 7o; 
opposed, 64.1%. 

Replies to the second question 
were: 

Know the facts, 69.0%; unin- 
formed 30.1%. 

Don. Franco, chairman of the 
movement, declared in an address 
to the university branch of the Co- 
Operative Committee on Japanese- 
Canadians that the most decorated 
unit iii .American military hi-story 
was. composed cjitircly of Jap- 
anese-Americans.

New Allowance Raise 
Given Married Vets 

Addition of five dollars a week 
to the living allowance of married 
I veterans who have to maintain \vio 
establishments while taking their 
university course,: is provided for 
in a new regulation under Privy 
Council Order 5933. Veterans at 
Dawson College whose wives arc 
living elsewhere - will thus have 
supplementary funds to help de- 
fray the extra expenses involved. 

Dawson students had been, under 
the impression that all commuting 
veterans were entitled to the addi- 
tional . allowance, but the order 
; states specifically that it applies to 
a person who is "...obliged to in- 
cur extra living expenses by reason 
of maintaining himself in addition 
to maintaining the establishment 
where his dependent resides."

Cheaper Accommodation 
Principal Problem of 
Married Ex-Servicemen 



That many married veterans arc 
spending their gratuities on rents 
far beyond their income, and will 
be unable to continue to do so was 
the problem, along with others, dis- 
cussed yesterday at a housing com- 
mittee meeting of the Veteran's So- 
ciety. 

Under Housing Director J. Switz- 
man, the committee agrcçd on the 
immediate seriousness of the hous- 
ing situation, and drew up a def- 
inite plan of action. 

iMnin item brought to the atten- 
tion of tho meeting was the fact 
that many married veteran students 
are paying rents for beyond the 
amount that their gratuity allows. 
This situation the committee de- 
cided followed as result of the cur- 
rent housing shortage in Montreal 
and will tend to become more cri- 
tical as far as McGill is concerned 
when many veterans will need ac- 
commodation between the first two 
weeks of November. No longci 
living with their families the mar- 
ried veterans arc facing a serious 
difficulty in this respect, since they 
are living above their income.

They find themselves living an 
isolated life among 800 presumably 
normal niale students. Tbe men fig- 
ure that there's Just so much com- 
petition that it's no use trying, and 
the girls complain ruefully, "There's 
nothing to do but study." 

In spite of the fact that ihey arc 
living in what were once officers' 
quarters, their rooms, which arc al- 
most twice as large as those of resi- 
dent students in Montreal, present 
an appearance even more collegiate 
than that ot R.V.C They have 
made their own curtains, aiid cover-. 



cd their trunks with chintz, and de- 
clare proudly, "There's not a bit of 
sewing to it." 

They arc sandpapering and paint- 
ing their own large drafting tables, 
and bookcases, and each room con- 
tains large clothes cupboards. The 
walls arc literally covered with 
pcnants, cartoons and tennis rackets. 
"If you think our rooms arc untidy, 
you should sec the boys'," they 
tattle.

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Kissing for Science 
Carried On in U.S. 

Oklahoma City— (Exchange) —In 
an experiment to determine what 
reaction a kiss has on slow brain 
waves, Ray Hartley, laboratory as- 
sistant, received a kiss while elec- 
trodes were attached to all parts 
of his head. ■ ' 

The test showed that the brain 
is affected only slightly during the 
kiss and that most movements are 
muscular.'

Hartley's forehead, ear lobes, and 
the back of his head,- giving him 
tho appearance of a man from Mars. 
While he relaxed in a reclining 
position, a needle recorded the nor- 
mal fluctuations in brain potential.

Universities^ Opinions Varied 
On Oar Argentine Resolutions 



Diverse replies have been receiv* 
ed from several Canadian universi- 
ties and from the C.C.F. Party's 
head, Mr. M. J. Coldwell, In con- 
nection 'with the Argentine resolu- 
tions which were passed here ut 
McGill earlier this month by the 
Students' Society. 

Mr. Coldwell, the U. of Alberta 
and the U. of New Brunswick are 
In agreement with the resolutions 
we passed on the Argentine student 
question. The U. of Western On- 
tario and Bishop's University de- 
cline to take any active part in the 
discussion. The U. of Toronto wilt 
debate on this subject, and in this 
way obtain a representative student 
opinion. 

Briefly, the McGill . resolutions 
condemned the Argentine Govern- 
ment in its suppression of freedom 
ot thought and action and support- 
ed the stand that the students took 



in voicing thctir disapproval of 
their government's procedure. The 
suspension of Argentina from the 
United Nations Organization was 
recommended. 

Mr. Coldwell says that "... I am 
in entire agreement with the terms 

nf your resolution, and no doubt 
you arc aware that I took a sim- 
ilar stand at the United States Con- 
ference in San Francisco." 

The Students' Couticil of the 
University of Alberta, is in agree- 
ment with the action taken by Mc- 
Gill, and has sent a resolution to 
the Government of Argentina ex- 
pressing "its condemnation and 
abhorrence ot such dastardly and' 
unjustifiable actions," and wishing 
"to go on record as supporting 
those people of Argentina who are 
now pressing for a democratic gov- 
ernment." It "extends its heartfelt

UniVet Enterprises, an organiza< 
tion whose aim is to help the Uiii* 
vcrslty's 1,400 student-veterans help 
themselves, is being established al 
McGill, it was announced ycster* 
day. 

The organization has been en* 
dorsed by Principal F. Cyril James 
and was approved by the Students' 
Executive Council Wednesday. Tho 
Students* Veteran Society have 
backed the enterprise and is rent, 
ing it the office it will occupy. 

Under the training provisions ot 
tiic War Services Grants Act. stu- 
dent-veterans are allowed to earn 
up to forty dollars per month to 
supplement their government liv- 
ing allowance. UnlVet Enterprise* 
has been designed to help veterans 
earn this amount by finding oppor- 
tunities for part-time employment 

Morton and LeBrooy Leaders 

The idea was originally conceived 
by two veterans, John Morton, 
Com. I, and Paul LeBrooy, Com. II. 
Principal James, approached in the 
matter, offered his help and en- 
dorsement, on the condition that 
Morton and LeBrooy worked with 
an advisory committee of threo 
alumni. The tentative committee 
includes Messrs. W. F. Macklaicr, 
Rene Perrault and Leslie Buzzell, 
'.vho will look after the legal, busi- 
ness and accounting aspects ot the 
enterprise. 

Receive Support of Business 

According to a spokesman, the 
Montreal Rotary Club, department 
stores, individual merchants and 
business men have promised full 
support. The authorities also stated 
that an advertising campaign has 
been prepared by a local firm to 
explain the services which UnlVct 
can offer the businessmen and 
householders of Montreal.

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Where Is Our Sportsmanship? 

A few days ago Tlic Daily received a letter 
from a student criticizing in no uncertain and 
ratlicr tactless terms tiie McGill football coach. 
Since we found that the letter was neither ob- 
scene nor libelous, and we are bound by the con- 
stitution of The Daily to print all letters that 
do not fall into these two categories and are 
written by bona fide students, it was published. 
Additionally, the writer asked for anojjymity, 
and again we cohfortned with our constitution, 
which requires us to respect a student's request 
.along these lines. 

As might well have been expected, a good 
deal of comment followed the publication of the. 
letter, most of it in defence, of the person criti- 
cised. {• 

Since this rather unfortunate incident took 
place, two points which we would like to leave 
with our readers have occurred to us as being 
worthy of our readers' attention: 

Firstly, The Daily's constitution, as all de- 
mocratic rules of conduct, provides for the strict 
adherance to the principles of freedom of speech. 
However, it should be remembered ,tliat this 
freedom of speech can easily be abused. During 
four weeks of publication, a good deal of 'mud 
slinging' has already taken place through the 
|aedium of The Daily's Letter Forum. Glancing 
_^ "irough the files of past years, wc find that the 
risame thing happened many times before. It 
seems to us, that a lot of the insults, and parti- 
culariy the anonymous ones, that have appeared 
in our Letter Forum have been unnecessary, and 
sometimes even rather childish. Through the 
abuse of this great gift of freedom of speech 
many waves of unpleasantness have swept the 
campus. It is true, that very often the Letter 
Forum serves as an excellent medium for the 
expression of student opinion; it is true too, that 
suggestions contained in the Letter Forum have 
often brought about action by the Students' 
Society and^Exeeutive Council. Yet in spite of 
these highly commendable points, a large num- 
ber of letters are received every week, which 
would never reach The Daily's office, if the 
iwritcr would only let them lie al home for a day 
or two beforè submitting them. We therefore 
ask ' students to think carefully why and how 
they write a Letter to The Editor, before send- 
ing it off. We feel that if nothing further than 
an insult is achieved by a letter, it is below the 
dignity of McGill and our students to ask for 
\ls publication. 

The second point which wo would likis to 
bring up here is more directly concerned with the 
• letter which we mentioned above: we wonder 
where that high sense of sportsmanship, which 
has been McGill's pride for many long years, 
has disappeared to. Last Saturday we played a 
fine game of football'against a strong team. Our 
men put up a splendid fight. But the opposing 
team turned out to be better and consequently 
won. Is it fair or sportsmanlike to put the blamo 
on our coach' If any student has any criticisms, 
and is really well-qualified to make them, let 
bim see the coach and state his case. But-we 
cannot find anything commendable in writing 
a Lcttûr to ïlie Editor in a paper which is read 
by university students from coast to coast, con- 
demning a football coach, who through many 
long years of loyal service to tliis University 
has more than proved his worth. We have a fine 
team at McGill this year. If we do not win a

"JUST JOmNGS" . - V,;, 
In . an ' argument with one fellow unlntilated to 
Jazz, we finally got around to classical musk and its 
relationship with jazz. Wc tried to point out to him 
that a good understanding of the classics was vir- 
tually a prerequisite for good Jazz. As examples we 
took Duke Ellington. Benny Goodman, and tlie' dean 
of Harlem pianists, James P. Johnson. 

"Sure," he said, "Take Jose Iturbl as an example. 
Did you ever hear him play his "Boogie Woogle." 
He's great. He combines - classical music with jazz. 
He's good at both." And therein Ues a story. No 
sense disillusioning the boy by telling him that Jose 
Iturbl's "Boogie Woogle'^ was not Jazz. Not much use 
telling him 41>>^ while! It > was; f aula played, and 
included inieresting harmony,^irbad no Jazz feeling. 
So we didn't 

But there is a moral to our little story. One of 
the greatest detriments to th^ increased appreciation 
of jazz by the general public. Is the amazing lack of 
understanding and misinformation which abounds 
as to what Jazz really is. Which reminds us of Psy- 
.chology One, where we have Just rid ourselves of 
the physiognomists, and other fakes who cast dis- 
persions over that science. Jazz too, has her share 
of fakers, who fool the public into thinking that 
what they are playing is jazz. And don't pick on poor 
Harry James, as he's only one of the more prominent 
of the many. (Just in case we get a libel suit, we 
hasten to add .that Harry James Is. hot a fake musi- 
cian, that he is a great trumpeter, but' that he doesn't 
play jazz.) 

A splendid example of the lack of understanding 
of Jazz In the public mind. Is the Off the Record 
column which appears dally In the Herald. Recently. 
Mr. Kennedy who conducts the colunm, requested 
a list of the readers ten favorite Jazz records. The 
results were truly amazing. 

Heading one reader's list was the great Gershwin 
clastic. Rhapsody In Blue, and Morton' Gould's fine 
number,' Favanne. If he'd been asking for a list of 
our favorite ; light classics, we- probably would have 
done the sme, but, Uidr: presence In a Jazz favorite 
list shows àr'dlseoura^ît^âck of tmderstandlng as 
to what jazz Is. fïf^i^', 

" Another reader proudly stepped forward with 
Anniversary Waltz, My Heart Sings, and Twilight 
Time. Nice music' for moonlight serenades. It Is true, 
but Jazz? Oh.welli St. Louis Blues, written by W. C. 
Handy.^ttw Jathcr of the Blues, appeared occulonally 
near'the'^tnth or tenth of the list In a few of the 
more daring ones. To top It off, one reader thought 
Blng Crosby was one of the best jazz musicians they 
had heard. 

Maybe we're all wrong. Maybe .that Is Jazz, and 
what we're talking about is something else. But here 
comes a fellow who audaciously puts Sunnyside of 
the Street, One O'clock Jump, and Memphis Blues on 
his list. Perhaps there still is some hopcl 

Actually, there can be no list of ten top Jazz tunes. 
It Is not the tune as such that makes it jazz, but the 
Interpretations of the individuals thenuelves. In solo 
and ensemble, which make the number a great Jazz 
number. In Jazz, the tune is merely a theme around 
which the musicians improvise and express their own 
emotions. It is doubtful If they will ever be able to 
play it the samo way again. 

One might compare Jazz and classics, by compar- 
ing Milton's Paradise Lost, so intricate and com- 
plex, and highly polished, to the short lyrics of 
Robbie Bums, simple, dlrtcl, and spontaneous. Jazz 
music expresses the Individual musicians feelings un- 
fettered with any superficial polish, in a direct, 
spontaneous manner. The reason most jazz is what 
they call J'hot," with , terrific rhythm, is due to the 
fact that the musician must "keep the iron hot" so to 
speak. Otherwise, the inspiration dwindles, and the 
tendency Is for a sugary solo to result. It should not 
be thought that wc mean by this, that Jazz should 
and must be excessively fast. Obviously, Û the music 
Is too fast, it is virtually Impossible for the musician 
to do any natural phrasing, and the result is a feW 
blurbs tooted in fast succession. In fact, some of the 
universally recognized recordings as among the great- 
est In Jass, Include the very slow rhythm of Coleman 
Hawkln's great tenor solo on Body and SouL 

We guess this article will learn us to follow some 
kind of a plan the next time we write/ We had In- 
tended to discuss alcohol and marljuanu with you, 
always an interesting subject, but we just don't seem 
to have ended up that way. ■ 

We had thought of asking you Jazz fans for some 
kind of a list like that requested by. the Herald's 
Mr. Kennedy, but his results have, deterred any 
enthusiasm we had along those llnà. We are always 
Interested in others' preferences, as jazz Is so truly 
individual. Proof could be found in the fact that only 
on three or four of tho truly classic records in Jazz, 
did some twenty odd recognized critics in the Esquire 
poll, have as many as three agreeing on one record. 

Of course, if either ourselves or some other Jazz 
fan had the nerve to stiggést thru the Letter Forum, 
the formation of another club on the camptu, this 
time In the Interests of Jazz, we might have some 
interesting pow-wows. But we, for one, will lay low 
unUl the contemplation of any new dub or society 
on the campus does n6t .result In -the furore, and 
deluge of satire which it tp date seems to prompt. 

game let no student make the tactless mistake 
of blaming our coach, but let us accept that de- 
feat in the spirit of sportsmanship. If we start 
the season on such a sour note we will nçver win 
a ganie, for no coach will put his heart and soul 
into Kis work when the students for whom he 
works abuse him publicly.

PALESTINE 



There Is probably no doubt in 
anyone's mind that Mr. Nickle was 
actually^ concerned with the prob- 
lem of "where shall Europe's Jews 
go," and that he*^ was motivated to 
offer his solutlqii'^to^tlut:'|woblem 
by only humaiiltarian'^'xiainsider- 
ation. However, Mr. Nickle comes 
to the conclusion very quickly that 
"Palestine could not possibly hold 
the. number of Jews who would 
seek admittance' and therefore that 
"Libya'. .'. which has three. ports 
and Is advantageously situated on 
an important trade route, whose 
area is four times that of PalesUno 
is the ideal country for the Jewish 
refugees of Europe.' He sorrow- 
fully deduces that if a million or 
mon^Jewtj,d«|M|ndj^uppn 
lèstineyrthe^ariTwhlâr has start- 
ed to blaze (prosperity, thanks to 
Jewish effort) would be extinguish- 
ed in no time." In approximately 
600 words Mr. Nickle has carefully 
weighed the pros and. cons and has 
decided the fate of some million 
and a third Jews of Europe. 

Well, thanks Mr. Nickle for youi 
unwelcome offer, only I suggest you 
become a little more* acquainted 
with the problem and its complex- 
ities before you speak again. After 
all, "you cannot permit, a. race of 
people to wander the earth aim- 
lessly till doomsday." 

You say should Jews enter Pa- 



lestine they might stir up a' reli- 
gious war with the Arabs.1 wonder 
if you thought for a moment what 
the poor Arab fellah (peasant) 
might have against the Jew enter- 
ing his country. Would he protest 
against the increased standards of 
living, the modem methods of agri- 
culture the Jew has taught him, 
the lowering of the infant death- 
rate, the education his children 
have received in Jewish schools? 
No. J Ja m in o tfiuggesting that tho 
benevôlèmvew.iiàs come to "save" 
the poor Arab. Such benevolence 
and paternalism wc have seen too 
often with sad results (India, e.g.) 
What I am driving at Is that It is 
Impossible for a country to be dc- 
velopped i>y^ a minority, such as 
Palestine is, without the majority 
receiving benefits. No, it Is not the 
Arab mosses .which would want 
War but their rich feudal lords for 
whom -a Jewish Palestine would 
mean less exploitation and less prof 
its. And so Great Britain finds it 
very easy to create an Arab Lea- 
gue which has no other reason for 
existence than to fight Zionism. 
It is the old colonial policy being 
employed again, "Divide and Con- 
quer". What Great Britain falls to 
see is that she' can have no greater 
friend In the near East than In a 
Jewish Palestine. Instead she In-

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RADIO STATION 
COMMENTS 



The Editor. McGlU Dally, 

Dear Sir,— There are a lew points 
in your editorial of the lOlh Inst, 
about the possibilities of establish- 
ing a radio station on the McGIll 
campus which do not. appear quite 
as they should to me. 

Firstly, your article Implies 
(although such Is not said In so 
many words) that the station would 
be licensed as ari "amateur" trans- 
mitter at first. I believe that ama- 
teur stations are permitted only 
c.w. (continuous wave) or vol^e 
transmission, and that music for 
entertainment purposes, as well as 
all types of recorded programs arc 
positively prohibited. The only pos- 
sible exception to this latter Is that 
a steady tone may be transmitted 
for testing purposes. 

Secondly, no amateur stations aro 
allowed in the "standard broadcast" 
band from 550 to 1600 k.c. and o 
largo percentage of domestic re- 
ceivers are unable to tune in the 
amateur bands in the short-wave 
range. 

Thirdly, all radio stations In oper- 
ation must be attended by a 
licensed operator of the proper 
grade, and technical alterations on 
the transmitting apparatus could 
not be carried out except under 
qualified supervision, and (I be- 
lieve) without the consent of the 
licensing authority. 

In the event that, on the other 
hand, the system was proposed to 
be operated without a transmittbg 
license, it would be necessary to 
exercise extreme caution to make 
sure that the maximum signal 
strength did not exceed that al- 
lowed by law, and thls.^iiuximum 
allowable strength is very low. It 
would be very difficult if not im- 
possible, to obtain coverage of the 
Union, the lower campus, R.V.C, 
and Douglas and Strathcona Halls, 
using only the maximum permis- 
sible signal strength for an un- 
licensed transmitter, and this would 
still leave a very high percentage 
of McGill students outside the serv- 
ice area. Tho only possible method 
that I can think of would be to use 
a network of tiny transmitters 
scattered throughout the area to 
be covered, and connected by wire 
lines, and this would have many 
disadvantages which will be read- 
ily apparent to anyone with some 
knowledge of this type of appa- 
ratus. 

In dosing I should like to say 
that I think the Idea Is very worthy 
of consideration from the point of 
view of artistic opportunities of- 
fered, and as a means of contribut- 
ing to' college .spirit but that. I 
think- a doser investigation of the 
technical^ difficulties' should have 
been nudèjlvèfore an article such 
Contittuéd on Pope Four,

IT'S WONDERFUL! 

Such a situation is Impossible, you say. Little do you know of 
the strange and mysterious mandates Issued by the Canadian Inter- 
collegiate Athletics Union. For this august body enforces a mle 
which limits the nnnber of players whieb any one team can use in 
an IntercoUeglate rugby tilt , to eighteen. Yes, Mr. Football- Fan, 
twenty men are allowed to dress for a game, taut regardless of In- 
juries, etc., only one and a half doxen are pchnltted'to participate In 
the contest. 

.Ah, you say, but there must be a reason for this weird restric- 
tion. Don't level criticism at anybody before you know all the facts. 

Well, we agree with this word of caution heartily, but after 
quizzing everybody and anybody who had an opinion to offer, we 
have failed to uncover one (1) reason for this rule. Note a single (1), 
solitary (1), point .of view agreed with the mandate. And we doubt 
very much whether anybody at Queen's, Toronto, or Western, agrees 
with it And we are sure Coaches Kerr, Elliot, Stevcnts, and Motras 
of the college Big Four would offer paeans of praise of the restric- 
tion was repealed. ' 
REASONS AGAINST 

Well then, you say. If you are so definitely against having the 
rule In force, let's have some good healthy reasons for repealing It. 

This Is where we really get our wind up, we reply. But aince we 
are confined to a limited space, we shall make our arguments short 
and sweet. 

Firstly, aince football today is a hard, fast game, it is inhuman, 
not to say sadistic, to ask any man to play top-notch football for a 
full sixty minutes. Yet close to a dozen athletes were required to do 
that in last Saturday's McGlil-Westem game. And several of the 
players admitted after the tilt that towards the end they were play- 
ing In a groggy condition. In other words, they were ptayslcaUy 
exhausted. 

OUTMODED RESTRUCTIONS 

This first point provides a basis for a second argument against 
the rule. Lack of substitutions causes a slowing up in play, which 
in turn renders the game less interesting to the spectators. With 
comparatively unlimited alternates, the squad oh the field could 
play all out, and then rest while another twelve took their place. 
That Is what makes hockey such a thrilling, high speed game. Three 
sets of forwards penhtts the wingmen to skate full speed for three 
minutes, and then rest for six. ^ ' 

Well, you say, if you had unlimited substitutions, it would just 
be a case of the tearç with the most players overpowering the other 
by force of numbers. 

But this is a poor argument, for you can play only twelve men 
at once, and with say 30 men in uniform, there would never be any 
danger of the team wlUi the biggest manpower pool winning. • ' 

To wind this column up, we'd like to suggest that for next year 
the C.I.A.U. remove this ancient and outmoded restriction, or else 
come forward with a }ogical explanation of the ruling.-

It Is not an Arab war we have to be 
afroid of but its British instigators.

Agency presents a program which 
would call for the Immifirallon of a 
million and a" halt Jews within a 
period of two years, we should ba 
the last to say that there is no 
hiore room? Agreed, the problems 
of employment, housing, food, etc. 
will be great but it is upon Jewish 
shoulders which the responsibility 
falls. The population there has 
shown what it Is to reclaim deserts, 
drain swamps, plant millions of 
trees upon rocky hills, build ter- 
races, dig wells, develop irrigation, 
establish industries, found hos- 
pitals and clinics. Dr. Walter C. 
Lowdermilk, a sollconservatloh ex- 
pert of the U.S. Government, who 
has made an extensive survey of 
Palestine says, "On 14 per cent ot 
the cultivated area and 6 per cent 
of the total area of Mandated Pa- 
lestine, a people with' faith and de- 
votion born of long trâdiUflH has 
changed desolation into fertile 
fields . . . Absorptive capacity can- 
not be measured by a yardstlck.<9t 
expands and contracts in Bccotd- 
ance with the degree ot Justice' and 
security provided by Uje" gpycrn- 
ment' ot a country ih^accordancc 
with the genius of the people who 
occupy the land." Who arc you, Mr. 
Nickle, or I, to say that the spark 
would be extinguished in no tune: 
On the contrary, the country must 
expand and increase production it 
she is to play the role she can in 
lifting the entire Near East from 
its present desolate condition to a 
dignified place in a free world. 

'Vou suggest Libya as an alternat- 
ive to Palestine. It may be interest- 
ing to you to know that so many 
other alternatives have been given 
to us that one could compile a dic- 
tionary of them ranging from 
Afghanistan, Biro BIjan, Dominican 
Republic to Uganda, 'Yukon, etc. 
However there cannot bo any sub- 
stitute to the land which has given 
inspiration and hope>to a people in 
exile for the past 2,000 years.
